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MEMORANDUM.

Defendant pleaded guilty to two counts of assault with intent to do great bodily harm less than
murder, MCL 750.84; MSA 28.279, and to corresponding counts of habitua offender, second offense,
MCL 769.10; MSA 28.1082. He was sentenced to concurrent enhanced terms of ten to fifteen years
imprisonment, and now agppeds as of right. We affirm. This case las been decided without ordl
argument pursuant to MCR 7.214(E)(1)(b).

Defendant’ s sentences are proportionate to the circumstances of the offenses and the offender.
People v Milbourn, 435 Mich 630; 461 NW2d 1 (1990); People v Cutchall, 200 Mich App 396,
409-410; 504 NW2d 666 (1993).

Affirmed.
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
